“I THINK it's worthwhile 
from time to time to support 
some of the activities of our lo­ 
cal groups," Walton said. 
Trustee Charles Bennett de­ 
nounced the proposal, saying 
it is not the proper function of 
the village to underwrite the 
activities of individual organi­ 
zations in the community.

2-year colleges aim to put education in reach of all 


Part ll: The Community College as the 
20th Century Institution.

"The mission of the community college 
is to put higher education within every­ 
one's reach, within driving distance,” ac­ 
cording to Robert I 
Lahti, president of 
H arper C ollege, Palatine. 
"Every community college should be a 
different college if it is truly community- 
minded because each community is differ­ 
ent," he added. 
The design of the community college is 
such that each college develops its curri­ 
cula based on the needs of the community 
it serves. 


SO HARPER, WHICH opened three 
years ago to serve the townships of Elk 
Grove, Wheeling, Palatine, and Schaum­ 
burg, is distinct from Illinois’ 34 other ju ­ 
nior colleges. Likewise, the newly-created 
Maine-Niles Junior College will be an in­ 
stitution separate from Harper. 
The H arper district incorporates a heav­ 
ily industrial area with many hospitals, an 
international airport, a wide divergence of 
skived and professional workers, and a ra­ 


pidly growing student population. 
Each of these elements propagates a va­ 
riety of educational needs which Harper 
attempts to meet by offering a solid college 
transfer program, numerous career pro­ 
grams and supplemental courses in adult 
education. 


“ONE OF THE COM M UNITY col­ 
lege’s greatest strengths is its multiple 
functions,” Richard Johnson, chairman of 
the Harper board of trustees said in a re­ 
cent interview'. 
"The community college will never be a 
four-year college because its character­ 
istics are different." 
The four-year university is geared to 
teaching research, and publication, John­ 
son explained 


“IT IS IN THE community but not of 
it,” he said. 
"In contrast, the junior community col­ 
lege asks and hopes to answer ‘how can we 
best serve the needs of the people in this 
community.’ ” 
Johnson, a management consultant who 
has been a Harper trustee since 1965, 
stressed the community college as an 
"open door" institution where the student 
will be directed according to his capability. 
COUNSELLING IS very important in 


the community college, he said. 
Best of all, Johnson finds the commu­ 
nity college offers a "chance for motiva­ 
tion rather than weeding " 
"The open door policy with selective 
placement means every student has an as­ 
signed counselor,” Lahti said. 


THE HARPER president said the com­ 
munity college is more student oriented. 
“It offers the student more humane 
treatment and a better social development 
It recognizes that individuals mature at dif­ 
ferent rates. It assists an individual at his 
own level and offers a developmental pro­ 
gram," Lahti said. 
"The community college tries to pre­ 
vent failure rather than create it." 


OUR OPEN DOOR policy is so open 
that if you can make a left turn on 27th St. 
you’re in," said Frank Bouwsma, adminis­ 
trator at Miami-Dade( ommunity college, 
Miami, Ha. 
Bouwsma was recently a member of a 
roundtable discussion of junior college ad­ 
ministrators who gathered at Harper. 
"We move a student through two years 
in different sequences. We make a pre­ 
scription for him. So students generally 
transfer from Miami-Dade with a higher 


grade average than their four-year univer­ 
sity peers," 
“THE U NIVERSITY would like to 
probe th e’community but not change it,” 
Bouwsma continued. 
"The community college will change 
the community but not probe it. 
"But we need both (the two-year and the 
four-year 
institution),- 
we’re 
not 
in­ 
compatible.” 
To meet the special needs of its com m u­ 
nity. Miami-Dade offers a career pilot and 
mortuary science programs

Road Hazard 
Relief Is 
Promised 


Relief from suburban traffic congestion 


and correction of road hazards was prom- 
ised Monday by a new federal program. 


At a meeting with Cook County munici- 


pal officials, Illinois Division of Highways' 
engineers briefed the audience on Traffic 
Operations Program to Increase Capacity 
and Safety. TOPICS is part of the Federal- 
aid Highway Act of 1968. 


Based on a 50 per cent matching cost 


basis, the program was touted as the fed- 
eral government's interest in local traffic 
problems. TOPICS will make eligible for 
federal funding some traffic control im- 
provements of arterial streets which were 
not eligible for funding. 


"THE PURPOSE is to provide relief of 


traffic congestion and safety problems on 
urban streets." state TOPICS engineer 
Lawrence Weishaar said. "It is to make 
more efficient use of existing streets and 
is not for major reconstruction," he 
added. 


As acceptable TOPICS projects Wei- 


shaar listed additional curb lanes for bus 
stops, pedestrian tunnels or overpasses, or 
widening of railroad underpasses. 


Weishaar claimed the suburbs, are eli- 


gible for Illinois' $12.8 billion share of 
funds. He noted TOPICS will merely pro- 
vide relief of problems and is not intended 
to solve total traffic situations. 


Mount Prospect has TOPICS money in 


mind in a local transportation study going 
on in that community. 


George March, Dist. 10 engineer, Illinois 


Division of Highways, listed Skokie, Park 
Ridge, Calumet, Oak Park and Glenview 
as communities with studies underway. 
March requested communities write his of- 
fice to express their general interest in 
TOPICS as a program. 


BEFORE THE qualifying procedures for 


TOPICS funds were outlined, March warn- 
ed that unless a community really has 
congestion problems, the funds might not 
be worth the work involved in getting 
them. 


"Every effort will be made to use the 


funds where the problems are the great- 
est," Weishaar said, 


Five requirements for obtaining funds 


were outlined: 


—A continuing comprehensive trans- 


portation plan in process. 


—A MUNICIPAL systematic street plan 


compatible with the CATS regional trans- 
portation plan. 


—A local study of technical competence 


to identify a traffic problem and to recom- 
mend procedure of correction. Besides a 
physical study, a municipality will have to 
submit an operations plat for a particular 
project. 


—A written agreement between the ap- 


plying municipality and a higher highway 
department level. 


—An evaluation of the TOPICS project 


to see if it will meet its intended goal. 


"Congress will be looking at these eval- 


uation reports to see if the concept merits 
funding beyond the two years funded 
now," Weishaar said.

tion," Munoz explained. 


In the area of education, the council op- 


crates the adult basic education program 
at Forest View High School, in which dis- 
advantaged persons may take courses for 
a grammar school or high school diploma. 


Until recently the council also operated 


a food cooperative. Thirty-four families 
belonged to this program, in which food 
staples were purchased wholesale from 
Chicago dealers. 


"THEY WERE ABLE to save about 20 


or 25 per cent on food," said Munoz. He 
said 
the 
cooperative was disbanded 


recently because of lack of storage space 
for the food, but it will be started again 
when the council moves into its new head- 
quarters in downtown Palatine in March. 


The problem of providing housing to low 


and moderate-income families in the area 
is also another big concern of the council. 


Munoz said a survey to determine how 


many units of substandard housing exist in 
the Northwest suburbs is now being com- 
piled by the council. He predicted that 300 
such units would be discovered. 


"I don't think the housing problem is go- 


ing to be solved this year," he said. "First 
we are going to have to get the active 
support'of the various villages. This is the 
only way. 


"Residents will have to accept this. So 


many of them fear slums and property de- 
valuation. They must be shown that this 
situation does not have to result." 


"This problem can't be solved simply by 


evicting people from substandard housing. 
They must be relocated, and it must be a 
combined effort." 


NEXT SUMMER the migrant council 


will operate two day care centers to en- 
able mothers of young children to hold a 
job while their children are looked after. 


Last summer, 47 families took part in 


this day care program supported partially 
by federal funds. 


"There are a lot of people we're not 


reaching," Munoz said. However, I am op- 
timistic. I thmk the council will grow. It 
has to, to meet the needs of the people." 


COUNTING HIS MONEY before he gave it to the Coun- 
tryside Center for the Handicapped. Mike Stein found he 
had collected $64.75 from 50 neighbors. M o n e y and 


equipment were taken from the center in a December rob- 
bery. Area residents and groups have been working to col- 
lect equipment and money to replace that taken.

One Saturday night 12-year-old Mike 


Stein told bis parents he was going out 
with some friends. Instead, he went knock- 
ing on neighbors' doors to ask for contri- 
butions to Countryside Center for the 
Handicapped. 


In a robbery at the center in December, 


$1,500, and some unreplaceable records 
and equipment were taken. Mike, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Stein, 1105 N. Patton, 
heard bis father talking about two high 
school students in Harrington who collect- 
ed money and brought it to the school. His 
father is on the center's board of direc- 
tors. 


Saturday night and Sunday afternoon 


Mike contacted about 50 people in his 
neighborhood and collected $64.75 and then 
told his parents about it. 


"I told some people about the robbery 


and they were glad to see me collecting 
for the center," Mike said. 


This is not the first time Mike has 


thought of the Countryside Center for a 
project. His class at Thomas Junior High 
School was having a slave sale, where 
girls buy boys to work (or them for a day 


and then the boys buy girls to work. Mike 
suggested the profits be given to Coun- 
tryside. 


MIKE IS NOT the only one Interested in 


helping the handicapped center recuperate 
from the robbery. 


The Palatine Kiwanis Club, through the 


efforts of its youth services chairman Da- 
vid Hanner, has given the center a Lan- 
guage Master machine to replace one tak- 
en in the robbery. 


Two Harrington high school students col- 


lected money door-to-door as Mike did to 
raise $56.25 for the center. A Harrington 
newcomers group donated a tape recorder 
and Graphic Arts Equipment gave a copy 
machine. 


The Allen Taylor Foundation in Chicago, 


and St. Ann's Cub Scout Pack have also 
raised money to replace that taken in the 
robbery. 


"We've had many private donations and 


people have really come through for us," 
Ralph Watberg, director, said. "Right 
now we have recuperated about 80 per 
cent of our loss. We still need help, but 
some of the .things, like slides of our 
. growth, cannot be replaced."

Con) will be able to say it Feb. 11 when 
two Con-Con committees hold hearings in 
Arlington Heights. 


Con-Con Delegate John G. Woods of Ar- 


lington Heights, whose local government 
committee will be one of the two com- 
mittees here, said topics will not be limit- 
ed to local government or executive com- 
mittee matters, although those two com- 
mittees will be the only ones in Arlington 
Heights. 


"Anyone who wants to come in off the 


street to say something is welcome to do 
so," Woods said. "We'd prefer to know 
ahead c' time, but that isn't essential. Nor 
is it essential that the discussion be limit- 
ed to the areas which the committees are 
studying." 


Committee hearings will be held in Ar- 


lington Heights and four other Chicago 
area towns on Feb. 11, following similar 
hearings in three downstate communities 
on Feb. 9. On Feb. 12, the entire con- 
vention will meet in Chicago to hold addi- 
tional hearings. 


THE THREE DAYS of state-wide hear- 


ings are the only such hearings planned by 
the convention. 


All other sessions will be in Springfield, 


currently in the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives chambers, but eventually mov- 
ing to the Old State Capitol chambers. 


Woods, who also serves on Con-Con's 


public information committee, has made 
the arrangements for the hearings here. 
They will begin after a noon luncheon for 
Con-Con delegates hosted by the Village of 
Arlington Heights. 


The two committees will hold separate 


hearings in the afternoon in rooms capable 
of holding from 200 to 300 persons at the 
Arlington Park Towers Hotel. The evening 
session probably will be a joint session of 
the two committees, Woods said. 


The local government committee is ex- 


pected to attract the greatest interest 
from suburban residents. Possible con- 
stitutional revisions concerning taxing dis- 
tricts, township government, home rule 
and mergers will be considered by this 
committee. 


PRINCIPAL ITEMS expected to face 


the executive committee include a shorten- 
ing of the executive ballot in Illinois and 
possible changes in election days for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor.

Northwest suburban Democrats were 


told Sunday they'd better start making 
some inroads in Republican strength in 
the suburbs or Democrats will be doomed 
to an eternal minority party status in Illi- 
nois. 


Lynn A. Williams, Democratic com- 


mitteeman of New Trier Township, said 
the growth of the suburbs and the sub- 
sequent Republican growth will make it 
impossible for Democrats to carry Cook 
County in the future if the party's image 
isn't changed. 


Williams said vote totals in 1960 showed 


1.5 million votes in Chicago and 250,000 in 
the suburbs. In 1968, there were 1.3 million 
in the city and 900,000 in the suburbs. 


"By 1972, the city should have about 1.2 


million votes and the suburbs will have 
about 1 million. And in 1974, they should 
be about even," he said. 


"THAT MEANS Democrats won't carry 


Cook County, nor will they be able to car- 
ry Illinois." 


Williams comments were made at a ral- 


ly for Richard A. Mugalian, a candidate 
for Democratic committeeman in Palatine 
Township. Mugalian is trying to unseat in- 
cumbent Peter J. Gerling. 


Williams said the first step toward party 


reform is a de-emphasis of the patronage 
system of building the local party units. 


"THE TOWNSHIP committeeman must 


be independent of the downtown organiza- 
tion," he said. "Committeemen must be 
free to represent the wishes of Palatine or 
other townships in the county committee 
without fear of losing their patronage 
jobs." 


Williams said 65 of the 80 ward and 


township Democratic eommitteemen in 
Cook County are either political payrollers 
or are financially beholden to the county 
organization. 


"Until recently, there has never been 


any opposition to the wishes of the county 
chairman, Mayor Daley," Williams said. 
When Chicago Aid. Seymour Simon offered 
a resolution to open meetings of the organ- 
ization to the public, Williams said the 
proposal was tabled by a 78-2 vote. 


"That's usually the size of a vote in the 


central committee," Williams said. 


WILLIAMS' OWN New Trier organiza- 


tion has shown dramatic gains in Demo- 
cratic strength since he was elected four 
years ago. Once about 90 per cent Republi- 
can, New Trier township now is about 55- 
45 Republican and has moved from 26th to 
5th place in Democratic strength among 
the 30 townships. 


He said the obvious solution to the un- 


certainty of patronage workers is to put 
all city and county employes on a tenure 
system, "so they don't have to worry 
about losing their jobs if they disagree 
with the politicians who sponsor them." 


He said the first precept of reform in 


Cook County is that township eom- 


mitteemen should represent the voters of 
the township. 


"Pete Gerling is a nice fellow," Wil- 


liams said. "But what's he going to do 
when Daley wants to go one way and Pal- 
atine says another way?" 


"Can the committeeman risk his job for 


what Palatine wants:" he asked. 


WILLIAMS, WHO received the largest 


Democratic vote for congress in the 13th 
District when he ran against Donald 
Rumsfeld in 1964, said local Democrats 
must not set their sights only on the 
March primary. 


"We can survive if Gerling is still the 


commitieeman," he said. "But what we 
have to do is make sure Adlai Stevenson 
HI is elected senator by a huge margin. 


"We have to make sure President Nixon 


receives the comeuppance he deserves." 


Williams accused Nixon of "pushing this 


nation's racial problems under the rug" 
and said the anti-inflation measures taken 
by the Nixon administration "are com- 
pounding the problem rather than helping 
it." 


Williams himself is a candidate for 


Democratic state central committeeman 
of the 13th District, running against Ray- 
mond Krier of Skokie.

UNLIKE THE current 
Constitution, 


which sets a Emit on local government's 
bonding power, Woods would leave such a 
limit out of the local government article. 
. "I didn't include a limit because I think 
it's not proper for the Constitution," he 
said. "It should be handled by the legisla- 
ture and subject to change, if necessary." 


The current Constitution limits the bond- 


ing power of taxing districts to 5 per cent 
of. the assessed valuation of the district. 
This is considered to be one of the main 
reasons for the high number of taxing dis- 
tricts in Illinois, and is one of the reasons 
which prompted the call for a Con- 
stitutional Convention in Illinois. 


Taxing districts, including schools, vil- 


lages, park districts, etc., can only sell 
bonds worth five per cent o! their assessed 
valuation. As a result, special taxing dis- 
tricts have frequently been formed when 
one district was at its bonding limit and 
other services were desired. 


WOODS' PROPOSAL would leave the 


form or structure of government to the 
legislature, but it would allow local resi- 
dents to change the form or structure of 
government in a referendum. 


"I think we'll adopt a home rule article 


something like this," Woods said. He 
called it a compromise article "that is 
broad enough without giving local govern- 
ments a blank check." 


He said he did not foresee any major 


opposition to the proposal, with the ex- 
ception possibly of Chicago, which would 
like to enact a city income tax. 
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Like, as in my case, you learn that Ed-

You may recall that there was no big 


need for silly putty when it first come out. 
But the stuff sold like crazy.

simulated moon dust in 1 and 4 ounce hot- 
ties. The firm says "it appears so much 
like the real thing that it would take a 
chemical analysis to identify it as synthet- 
ic." 


Which brings up the question of what 


you do with a bottle of artificial moon dust 
once you get it. 


In its rush to cash in on the imitation 


moon dust market, the company apparent- 
ly didn't have time to give much thought 
to that question. 


"Run it through your fingers," a promo- 


tional leaflet suggests. "Show it to your 
friends. Or it can be examined under a 
microscope to show what the real thing 
would look like highly magnified." 


That sounds like fun, but it hardly puts 


mock moon dust in the same class with 
the yo-yo as an entertainment medium. 


Nor does the notation that manmade 


moon dust makes "an extremely timely 
conversation item" have much sales ap- 
peal. I showed a little packet of the stuff 
to a number of people and the ensuing 
discussions could hardly have been less 
scintillating. 


In short, simulated moondust won't 


make it on curiosity value alone. It should 
have some practical application, as in the 
case of silly putty, which you could bounce 
on the floor, stretch into thin strands or 
smash with a hammer. 


As an experiment, I took a dab and mix- 


ed it with water, thus creating a little glob 
of artificial moon mud. More tests are 
needed, but my preliminary evaluation is 
that it makes an ideal mud pack. 


So this could be the key to commercial 


success. A moon dust beauty treatment 
would be well nigh irresistible.

ker's own physical and mental health, al- 
coholism is a major cause of family break- 
up and, in industry, is called a $4 billion- 
a-year headache because it is responsible 
for large-scale absenteeism, production 
and wage loss, and accidents," he said. 


Having overtaken France, the United 


States now has the highest incidence of 
alcoholism in the world, Greenleaf pointed 
out, but problem drinking has become a 
community problem, and the community 
finds it both complex and confusing. 


"There is no doubt that it is a baffling, 


cunning, and insidious disease," he said in 
describing the medical profession's alco- 
holism control activities. 


"BECAUSE IT HAS an acute phase 


which requires expert medical treatment, 
we are pressing for admission of alcohol- 
ics into general hospitals. This will gain 
clinical experience for interns and resi- 
dents crucially important to their com- 
petence in this field when they enter pri- 
vate practice. At the same time we are 
bringing about greater involvement of 
family physicians, since alcoholism is a 
widespread but hidden family health prob- 
lem." 


"The family physician can help greatly 


in getting the patient to recognize what his 
problem is," said Greenleaf "but in most 
cases the ultimate solution of the alcohil- 
ic's problem may have to come from joint 
efforts by his family, his employer, and 
his friends, and also from social agencies, 
Alcoholics Anonymous, and clergy. In no 
other medical or health problem can so 
many individuals and community groups 


. contribute to a solution. 


"If ever Lake County had a clarion call 


for community understanding and cooper- 
ative effort — in education, prevention, 
treatment, and rehabilitation — that call 
is the problem drinker's cry for our help 
today. For the facts on how you can help, 
ask the Lake County Council on Alcohol- 
ism at 244-4434," he said,

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The Way We See It 
Pollution: Will It Be War? 


Will the War on Pollution go the 


way of the War on Poverty? 


That's a question that should nag 


at millions of Americans as they 
await what's supposed to be a new 
and total federal thrust on behalf of 
the environment. 


Pollution and preservation of the 


natural world at last will be placed 
on the proper stage this Thursday 
evening, when President Nixon —in 
his State of the Union address — is 
to devote a major portion of his re- 
marks to the cause. 


It brings to mind the speech in 


which President Johnson launched 
his unremitting War on Poverty, a 
program that eventually was con- 
sumed in a torrent ot criticism and 
federal money without making a 
substantial dent in the target. 


Caution must be the watchword 


now as 
the federal 
government 


gears up for its long-delayed, tragi- 
cally-overdue and wholly justifiable 
crusade against the polluters and 
defilers. 


A 
warning already has 
been 


sounded by self-appointed consumer 
watchdog 
Ralph Nader, 
and it 


shouldn't be ignored. 


Nader, \\ho admittedly is more 


skeptical than most of us, said he 
expects 
the 
Nixon anti-pollution 


drive to be "a massive new pork 
barrel, a massive subsidy for the 
polluters and a new means for in- 
dustry to pass costs on to the con- 
sumer." 


Nader said he thinks the Presi- 


dent's program will include tax 
write-offs, rebates and outright sub- 
sidies for businesses to clean up 
their pollution, and that some firms 
facing anti-pollution restrictions — 
such as the auto industry — may 
pass their costs on to the buyers. 


"Either way," 
worried Nader, 


"through taxes or higher costs, the 
victims ot pollution, namely the con- 
sumers, will have to pay." 


We share Nader's concerns, and 


share his belief that the polluting in- 
dustries should be forced to pay 


clean-up costs, and that they be held 
to "severe price scrutiny" so they 
don't attempt to pass on costs. 


Certainly, each American must 


expect to help in the fight, including 
with his dollars, but if Mr. Nixon 
intends to throw the battle to the 
American people as theirs alone, 
and challenges them to make the 
sacrifices to win, he'll be making a 
grave mistake. 


The federal thrust, if it is to mean 


anything, must be directed at the 
polluters, who after all have largely 
brought us to our current wretched 
state of environment. They should 
be forced to dip into their profits if 
necessary and clean up their own 
messes, without pleading hardship 
or demanding federal help, or boost- 
ing prices to meet the tab. 


Further, if Mr. Nixon does go the 


subsidy route, he'll risk opening up 
that Pandora's box of porkuarrel- 
ing, with countless businesses and 
elected officials clamoring to get 
some of the money sent their way, 


and no real guarantee that it'll be 
wisely spent. 


The federal approach, if it is to 


work, must be a simple and blunt 
one. The onus must be on the pollu- 
ters, who must be forced to corrrply, 
with court action if needed. If any 
federal money is used in the fight, it 
must be strictly controlled, and not 
wasted in a silly clamor over local 
rights. Deadlines should be set, and 
enforced. 


By these yardsticks, the American 


people should measure if Mr. Nixon 
means what he says.

By 10:30 p.m. last Thursday evening, 


most of the people at Jay Master's house 
in Scarsdale had given up the hope that 
you were coming. About 20 people were 
sitting in the living room of the house on 
Briitol Lane. They sat on the staircase 
and on the floor and in all the chairs They 
drank coffee and talked and every once in 
a while someone would peek out the win- 
dow to sec if you \vere coming, 


The people were there to listen to you 


talk about the United Front organization 
in Cairo and the problems you face in that 
community. They were there at your 
request and they came with open hearts to 
try to seriously understand what this com- 
munity can do to help your community. 


These were the people \vho paid for and 


sponsored a series of seminars dealing 
with the country's black and white con- 
frontation. 


THESE WERE THE people who con- 


Jim 
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ceived and produced a massive food drive 
program which sent tons of food to your 
organization. It was the biggest shipment 
of food and provisions the United Front 
has received. It was given without a single 
string attached. It was given without in- 
vestigation or scrutiny. It was just given 
out of genet osity. 


These are the people who form the soul 


and substance of suburban concern for the 
poverty stricken and the disenfranchised. 
Sitting in that room were clergymen and 
laymen who have devoted much of their 
time trying to foster community concern 
over your plight in Cairo. 


Some of the people have worked with 


local Mexican-American families. Others 
have tried to speak on your behalf when- 
ever the opportunity presented itself, even 
if it was just a casual conversation on the 
street or in a supermarket. 


IN YOUR ABSENCE last Thursday 


night, the people in that Scarsdale home 
voted to send you $250 to use whatever 
way can best help the United Front cause. 


One of the men called a local state rep- 


resentative that night to try to get more 
information on the state's concern over 
the situation in Cairo. They decided to 
draft a letter to the Legislature's appoint- 
ed investigator of the Cairo situation and 
perhaps to call a meeting of their own rep- 
resentatives to question the state govern- 
ment's lack of action in your community.

Town Needs Buses

We have commuter trains that will take 


you to Chicago any time you want to go. 


Cabs on call 24 hours a day. 
And nearby O'Hare Airport to fly you 


around the world once or twice, if you 
like. 


So it would appear that Mount Prospect 


and all the suburbs surrounding her have 
no transportation problem. None at all. 


But that isn't quite true. 
There does seem to be a transportation 


problem. Not to a neighbor's, or Chicago 
or even Hong Kong But within the village 
itself. 


THE FELLOW WHO wants to go from 


south Mount Prospect to the library has a 
problem. The girl who wants to get to 
Randhurst has a problem. And the house- 
wife without a second car has a problem 
sometimes just getting to the super- 
market. 


So the problem exists and for many it is 


real. 


Up until now, any inner-village mass 


transit system in Mount Prospect was just 
'bally-hoo, wishful thinking. 


But last week at a meeting held in 


Randhurst between the Mount Prospect 
Chamber of Commerce, village officials 
and United Motor Coach Co., the subject 
was explored 


And as a result of that conference, a 


study of the mass transit problem here 
and a trial plan to begin a bus line to 
serve all of Mount Prospect will be made. 


The study will be spearheaded by a com- 


mittee of the chamber and is expected to 
be completed by early spring. 


RIGHT NOW, chamber officials are try- 


ing to map out a bus route that would 
serve every major section of the village 
and provide bus service no farther than 
four blocks from everyone's front door. 


Some will say a transportation problem 


of this type doesn't exist in suburbia, 
where everyone has two cars in the ga- 
rage, credit cards for cabs and planes, 
and a monthly .ticket on the Chicago and 
North Western. 


But many residents, especially 
the 


younger^ ones, don't have two cars. They

live in apartment complexes and for the 
most part are isolated, if the only family 
car is being used. 


Some of the apartments here furnish 


shuttle bus service to and from commuter 
trains each day. But this doesn't help the 
housewife stranded at home Not one bit. 


PERHAPS THIS IS a lag in our system 


of fast, public transportation. 


I remember one good example of this 


lag on ray way to Maine one year. 


The plane from Chicago to Boston made 


the trip in 90 minutes. A distance of more 
than 1,000 miles. 


But when I arrived in Boston, I had to 


wait eight hours for a bus and when I 
boarded it, it took another eight hours to 
go just 400 miles north. No trains up that 
way. No planes either. 


An inconsistency of our times, I thought. 


Jet planes to the cities and podunk buses 
once a day to the out-lying areas 


The plan for a bus system here is a good 


one. Something the town needs. Something 
its residents will appreciate and use. 


It has been said that it will be too costly 


for United Motor Coach to run a bus line 
here. That smaller buses are the solution. 


PERHAPS THEY are. 
But whatever comes out of this study, 


I'm sure the need will still be there this 
spring. 


To lift this project off the ground, in- 


itially, funds will be needed to underwrite 
the study and the beginning of the plan. 
The chamber has said it will carry their 
plan to the business community, asking 
for donations. But they also said, the proj- 
ect will be resident rather than business- 
oriented. And that is how it should be. 


Whatever the solution is, large buses or 


mini-buses, residents here will be waiting 
for an answer to their needs this April. 


And if the bus idea falls through, maybe 


we could start a trolley car service, like 
San Francisco has. Or bring back tie 
horse and carriage and stage coaches. 


Or rent kangaroos for a dollar a day so 


everyone could hop around town through 
backyards and alleys and beat the traffic 
problem. 


But then, we could just tell everyone to 


stay home too. 


What's Wrong With '3 Ri?

Suburbs Need a Cause," may I make a 
few comments on this family's personal 
experiences. 


I have three girls in the Christian Liber- 


ty Academy; one is in the newly formed 
college.

Glenbard Tips Grove 
Clutch Showing at Line 


ALL YOU freshman football players who 


did not get to play very much last season 
can find out what courage and determina- 
tion can do in the next few years if you 
put your mind to it. 


If you need a little assurance, take the 


case of Jeff Keller. 


"Jeff didn't know if he wanted to be an 


athlete or not in his freshman year," said 
Arv Herstcdt, now head coach at Palatine 
High and Keller's line coach at Pal- 
tine eight years ago. "We finally did get 
him out for football but he didn't play at 
all until the last three games of the sea- 
son. 


"As a matter of fact he really didn't 


know wluit to do out on the football field," 
Herstcdt nettled. "We put him on the kick- 
off team In one game to sec what he could 
do. Wo told him 'tackle the guy who catch- 
es the ball.' We kicked off thruc times that 
game and he tore down the field and made 
all three tackles." 


That young man, Jeff Keller, who didn't 


know what to do on the football field as a 
freshman was recently voted to the Ameri- 
can Football Coaches Association All- 
Amerlcan Small College team for his out- 
standing play at defensive end for Indiana 
State University, Just because he made 
"small college" All-America it doesn't 
mean he isn't a top caliber football player. 
Another player who made the team was 
Louisiana Tech's Terry Bradshaw who will 
be a first round choice in the pro draft. 


"I think Keller will go in the draft," said 


Indiana State sports publicity director Bill 
Linson. "From what I've heard from the 
scouts he should go anywhere from the 
10th to the 13th round." 


Keller recently wrote a letter to Her- 


stcdt which said. "College football is not 
much different from high school ball. I 
found that you learn all the basics and 
fundamentals in high school. College is 
just an extension of those fundamentals." 


Keller learned his fundamentals at Pala- 


tine under the guidance of head coach 
John Ellis and line coach Herstedt. 


"Keller played offensive tackle and de- 


fensive end for-us," Ellis recalled, "and 
he did a heck of a job for us. He was a 
tough rawboned kid and he was very 
quick. I don't think he ever reached his 
peak for us at Palatine and I don't think 
he has at Indiana State. 


"He was a tri-captain on our unbeaten 


'65 team and was a real leader. He was 
the kind of kid that showed by doing rath- 
er than by talking." 


In 1965 when Palatine went undefeated 


nod untied and went unscored upon in the 
conference, Keller was at his best. Her- 
stedt recalled one of Keller's best games 
as the one the then 6-0 190 pounder played 
against Maine West. 


"They double-teamed him on every 


play," Herstedt said. "Now Maine West 
had a great team that year. They aver- 


aged 25 points a game but we shut them 
out 12-0. And Keller made the big plays for 
us even though he was double-teamed. 


"More than once he would pile up three 


or four blockers and still make the tackle. 


"AGAINST NILES West we found out 


that nobody was going to throw a screen 
pass to his side. He intercepted two passes 
and ran back one screen for a touch- 
down." 


After his fine career at Palatine, Keller 


moved on to Indiana State. 


During his college career his frosh team 


was 3-0, as a sophomore his team went 6-4

and he made Associated Press Honorable 
Mention All-America, as a junior his team 
was 9-1 and he was again Honorable Men- 
tion. This past season Indiana State was 
6-3-1 and Keller was given top honors. 


Both Ellis and Herstedt feel confident 


that Keller has a good shot at making the 
pros. 


"He's only 210 now," Herstedt said, "so 


he has room to put on some more weight. 
He's never worked out with weights and 
the pros will get him to do that and he'll 
add some more pounds. He'll have the size 
to make it as a pro." 


"With his speed and size," Ellis neted, 


"he could have a good chance at making 
it." 


"The pros are looking at him for an out- 


side linebacker position," publicity direc- 
tor Linson remarked. 


If Keller does make it in professional 


football he will be the second to do so from 
Palatine High. Len Rohde, a starter for 
the San Francisco 49ers for years, was a 
Palatine Pirate great.

Beally, when you think about it, free

Device Plots 
The Shadows 


by JAMES O. CLIFFORD 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD— The girls 


watching the boys watching the girls dur- 
ing the lunch 
hour 
break 
outside to- 


day's towering office buildings sometimes 
see a patch of blue sky but never feel the 
warmth of a sunbeam. 


That's because the men who designed 


the buildings rarely worry about the shad- 
ow pattern they cast on sidewalks, patios 
and pocket parks. 


Now a San Francisco man has devel- 


oped a relatively simple device that plots 
the year-round shadow pattern of proposed 
buildings. 


The machine, called the Heliolux, was 


developed by E. Clifford Potter, a former 
naval architect. The device's artificial sun 
is a quartz iodine, 650-watt light set on a 
cast aluminum stand. It shines on a calcu- 
lator stand topped with a platform on 
which building models are fastened. 
. The platform can be set for latitude, 
declination and time of day. The latitude 
selector tips the platform to receive the 
exact angle of the sun's rays. The decima- 
tion selector sets the platform to match 
the tEt of the earth's axis relative to the 
sun for the appropriate time. 


In a recent demonstration Potter at- 


tached a miniature cityscape of downtown 
San Francisco to the 40 by 40-inch plat- 
form and adjusted the setting for a De- 
cember day between noon and 2 p.m., 
when lunch tune crowds are looking for 
some sunshine to bathe in. 


Some of the projected buildings for the 


city were absolved from undue inter- 
ference with natural light and warmth. 
But not all. The device also indicated that 
the shadow patterns 
of the 
proposed 


Embarcadero Center could give city plan- 
ners cause to reconsider its layout. 


Potter's device isn't the first of its type. 


But he claims it's the first portable and 
inexpensive model. It weighs 55 pounds 
and costs $1,000.

radio monitors. 


"We hope to have monitors for these two 


schools in the near future," said assistant 
Supt. Ronald Ruble. 


Eight monitors were purchased by Civil 


Defense officials in Hoffman Estates for 
village schools at a cost of $216 per unit. 
Civil Defense Director Sam Goranson of 
Hoffman Estates will meet with members 
of the village police department 8 o'clock 
tonight at the village hall to discuss the 
operation of the storm warning system. 


Police communications headquarters in 


Hoffman Estates and Sehaumburg will 
serve as the control center to give warn- 
ings in their villages. Some Dist. 54 
schools in both villages are now equipped, 
and others will be, with Motorola two-way 
radios with a two-tone sequential decoder. 


AN ENCODER USED to alert each 


school has been placed in Schuamburg and 
school has been placed in Sehaumburg and 
radio monitors were installed in Dist. 54 
elementary and junior high schools in 
Sehaumburg last year. 


The radio monitors \vere purchased by 


village Civil Defense departments since 
matching federal funds are available to 
Civil Defense units for such warning sys- 
tems.

Martin Conroy, the alert monitors can also 
be used to warn school officials of sus- 
picious persons on or near school property 
without alerting the trespasser.

Music is a special language . . . and 


Dist 54 primary pupils (grades 1 through 
3) are learning to express themselves in 
this language with the aid of songs and 
small instruments created by Carl Orff, 
world famous composer and music educa- 
tor. Orff is a contemporary German com- 
poser. 


The Orff program for music education, 


"Music for Children," is currently used in 
9 of the 14 elementary schools in Dist. 54 
mainly in primary grades. Most of these 
schools have at least four small in- 
struments which pupils can play to accom- 
pany group singing. 


In Dist. 54, music specialists visit each 


primary class once a week for 30 minutes, 


while the regular classroom teacher con- 
ducts music training during the remainder 
of the week.

Many years of planning, then pleading 


with the State and County Highway De- 
partments is now beginning to bring re- 
sults at the State level. Soon, we hope, the 
County, will recognize and attend our 
needs in their area of authority. 


The State Division of Highways, in 1969, 


let the contract for the installation of In- 
terstate 90. This major Interstate highway 
will link us wittr the Eisenhower Ex- 
pressway and make its intersection with 
the Northwest Tollway at the point where 
the E i s e n h o w e r and Kennedy Ex- 
pressways meet at their west ends. 


FROM MEACHAM ROAD east, the 


State also let contracts for improving both 
Golf and Higgins Roads to four lanes di- 
vided all the way and six lanes divided 
where they pass Woodfield Mall shopping 
center site. 


The State Division's budget has been ap- 


proved for improving Higgins, Golf and 
Algonquin Roads westerly from Meacham 
Road in 1970. Higgins will be unproved to 
Route 58, Golf to the Higgins Road inter- 
section and Algonquin to Roselle Road. 


The State Division's engineers and 


Sehaumburg are pushing for a joint ven- 
ture between the State, County and Village 
for widening Meacham Road to four lanes 
from Higgins to Algonquin including a six 
lane bridge over the Tollway. 


PLANS ARE NEAR final for the Elgin- 


O'Hare Expressway, which will link our 
south side to all major north-south high- 
ways. 


We achieved agreement with the Village 


of Elk Grove to extend Wise Road east- 
ward and link it with BiesterfiekJ Road 
which goes through Elk Grove Village past 
St. Alexius Hospital 


The new officials of Hoffman Estates 


have joined Scbaumburg in working out 
ways to: Extend Springinsguth Road north 
to Hassel Road (just south of the North- 
west Tollway); Extend Braintree north to 
Golf Road; and Salem through north to 
lust south of the Tollway. (Salem is also 


going south to Wise Road in 1970.) 


THE STATE DIVISION office in Elgin is 


also working with us to extend Spring- 
insguth Road south, give it full, four way 
interchange with the Elgin-O'Hare Ex- 
pressway and then link it on south with 
Gary Avenue pbming up out of Wheaton. 


The Village of Sehaumburg hired H. W. 


Lochner Company to make a traffic plan 
to be sufficient through 1990 or Schaum- 
burg's completed development. It will lay 
out plans for the State, County and Town- 
ship roads. The Plan will call for some 
very sophisticated roads, especially in our 
northeast corner. Through traffic will be 
separated from local to unsnarl our north- 
east traffic. 


The Village of Roselle chose to move its 


rail depot east instead of west in coopera- 
tion with Sehaumburg and may have done 
us a favor. The move puts the Roselle De- 
pot so close to the Medinah Depot that 
now the Milwaukee Road may see fit to 
close the Medinah Station and allow 
Sehaumburg to have a big commuter sta- 
tion at either Rodenburg Road or the ex- 
tension of Springinsguth Road. 


IN THE 1969 SESSION of the Illinois 


State Legislature several bills were in- 
troduced at my request. One of these, a 
bill to authorize municipalities to take an 
annual census, was vital to all municipal- 
ities in this rapid expansion area. Pre- 
viously, we were only able to take a cen- 
sus every three years. As a consequence, 
since we were doubling our population ev- 
ery two years, we were losing untold thou- 
sands of dollars in credit to our Motor 
Fuel Tax Fund. (This fund is contributed 
to by the State, on the basis of population, 
approximately $7.00 per person per year.) 


Rep. David Regner introduced that bill 


and carried the ball in the House while 
Senator John Graham pushed it in the Sen- 
ate. It passed and Governor Ogilvie has 
signed it into law. 


THAT BILL BECAME doubly important 


before the 1969 session was over. We 
made, on behalf of Sehaumburg and the 
Northwest Municipal Conference, several 
appearances before the special legislative 
committees in Springfield. On one of those 
appearances we were fighting for (and 
got) a rebate to municipalities of a portion 


of the state income tax. Now this sharing 
too, is based on population and our earlier 
bill made it possible for us to raise our 
population figures annually instead of each 
three years. 


Jack Siegel, Sehaumburg village attor- 


ney, drafted a bill to solve two problems 
we had. Previous to the passage and adop- 
tion of this bill, the only cultural activity a 
municipality could enter into was a munic- 
ipal band. Too, it was not possible for a 
municipality to accumulate funds for a 
specific capital improvement. This bill, 
carried through che Legislature by Eugene 
Schlickman and Senator Graham, makes 
it possible for municipalities to further the 
cause of the performing and visual arts 
and to build an earmarked fund for con- 
struction purposes. 


THE IMPORTANT development of the 


.commercial and industrial properties on 
the east and northeast sides was hinged on 
the ability of the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District to furnish sewage treatment facil- 
ities. (Tne present interceptor which 
serves that segment of Sehaumburg was 
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COLD? NO, IT ain't cold. It's warm by 
the -fireside and you haven't tasted 
anything like a bucket of beans when 
they're cooked with a fire that you 
made yourself.

Simon to Study 
Housing Problem 


Lt. Gov. Paul Simon is scheduled to visit 


the Northwest suburbs today to obtain a 
first-hand look at the housing problem of 
Mexican-Americans. 


Simon will meet with officials of the 


Northwest opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows this morning at 11 o'clock. He is 
also expected to inspect some substandard 
dwellings in Wheeling, Palatine, and Elk 
Grove townships. 


William Colson, administrative assist- 


ant, said Simon has been made aware of 
the housing problem through publicity gen- 
erated by a situation in Elk Grove Town- 
ship where several families have been 
evicted from substandard dwellings. 


Simon, in addition to being lieutenant 


governor, is the state's ombudsman. In 
this role he tours the state investigating 
the problems of people. 


SIMON IS A Democrat, the first to be 


elected lieutenant governor under a Re- 
publican governor. A former newspaper 
editor from Troy, 111., he is a likely candi- 
date for governor or U.S. Senate in 1972. 


Colson said Simon will determine what 


areas the state can act to solve the hous- 
ing problem. 


The housing problem of Mexican-Ameri- 


cans, many of them from Texas, has been 
re-emphasized in recent weeks as a direct 
result of a fire in a dilapidated farmhouse 
Nov. 29 in Elk Grove Township. Three 
children died as a result. 


Since then a number of families have 


been evicted from substandard dwellings 
hi Elk Grove Village and the township. 


SIX FAMILIES have been housed to mo- 


tels since late December. According to 
Thomas Smith, director of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Community Services, 20 families are 
in need of better housing. 


Smith has been attempting to find hous- 


ing for the families for the last one and 
one-half months. 


A plan to put 15 families in mobile 


homes at the St. Alexius Hospital site in 
Elk Grove Village was turned down unani- 
mously by the village board last week. 


Four homes at the southwest corner of 


Arlington Heights and Golf roads have 
been made available on a temporary basis 
by developer Lee Romano. One of the 
homes may not be used, however, because 
it would cost too much to put in operating 
condition. 


HENRY MESA and his wife and five 


children moved into one of the houses yes- 
terday. He formerly lived in a shack at 


1031 W. Higgins Road that was condemned 
by the county last month. He had been 
staying in a motel. 


Smith said Mesa, who was unemployed 


until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is in need of furniture. 


The youth fellowship group at Prince of 


Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Township donated a refrigerator to Mesa 
yesterday. Mrs. Kenneth Thomson, a par- 
ishioner, gave a sofa. 


GREGORY NOVAK, an Elk Grove High 


School student, and Cirrilo Tamayo, a 
member of one of the displaced families, 
helped Mesa move in. Several Wheeling 
High School students were expected to 
help later m the day. 


Smith said the need for housing for the 


families is still urgent because "we're be- 
ginning to find more families in need."

Con-Con Meet To Hear Views 


Anyone who wants to say anything to the 


Illinois Constitutional Convention (Con- 
Con) will be able to say it Feb. 11 when 
two Con-Con committees hold hearings in 
Arlington Heights. 


Con-Con Delegate John G. Woods of Ar- 


lington Heights, whose local government 
committee will be one of the two com- 
mittees here, said topics will not be limit- 
ed to local government or executive com- 
mittee matters, although those two com- 
mittees will be the only ones in Arlington 
Heights. 


"Anyone who wants to come in off the 


street to say something is welcome to do 
so," Woods said. "We'd prefer to know 
ahead of time, but that isn't essential. Nor 
is it essential that the discussion be limit- 
ed to the areas which the committees are 
studying." 


Committee hearings will be held in Ar- 


lington Heights and four other Chicago 
area towns on Feb. 11, following similar 
hearings in three downstate communities 
on Feb. 9. On Feb. 12, the entire con- 
vention will meet in Chicago to hold addi- 
tional hearings. 


THE THREE DAYS of state-wide hear- 


ings are the only such hearings planned by 
the convention. 


All other sessions will be in Springfield, 


currently in the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives chambers, but eventually mov- 
ing to the Old State Capitol chambers. 


Woods, who also serves on Con-Con's 


public information committee, has made 
the arrangements for the hearings here. 
They will begin after a noon lunchron for 
Con-Con delegates hosted by the Village of 
Arlington Heights. 


The two committees will hold separate 


hearings in the afternoon in rooms capable 


of holding from 200 to 300 persons at the 
Arlington Park Towers Hotel. The evening 
session probably will be a joint session of 
the two committees, Woods said. 


The local government committee is ex- 


pected to attract the greatest interest 
from suburban residents. Possible con- 
stitutional revisions concerning taxing dis- 
tricts, township government, home rule 
and mergers will be considered by this 
committee. 


PRINCIPAL ITEMS expected to face 


the executive committee include a shorten- 
ing of the executive ballot in Illinois and 
possible changes in election days for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor. 


More Local Power

are expected to attend. They are Richard 
M. Daley, son of the Chicago mayor, and 
David E. Stahl, deputy mayor of Chicago.

Joseph Tecson of Riverside is chairman of 
the executive committee and Charles Cole- 
man of Chicago is vice chairman. Cole- 
man is one of two black delegates serving 
as vice chairmen. 


Con-Con will reconvene in Springfield at 


1 p.m. today. 


The convention, which is attempting to 


rewrite the 
100-year-old Illinois Con- 


stitution, is expected to finish its work in 
July or August, with the new Constitution 
being submitted to the voters in November 
or December. 


Public Works Force Grows 


Hanover Park trustees looked to the fu- 


ture last week and created five new posi- 
tions in the public works department, 
which now has three full tune men. 


Trustee James Scheuber said at Tues- 


day's committee meeting there should be 
three divisions in the department — water, 
sewer, and public works. 


Each division should have a foreman he 


said. In addition, when the sewage treat- 
ment plant is finished for the Greenbrook 
srbdivision in DuPage County in August, 
tne village will have to hire a sewage 
treatment plant operator. The village also 
needs a water plant operator, trustees de- 
cided. 


The three foremen will be under the su- 


perintendent of public works. Anthony 
Bursha is now acting superintendent. 


"PUBLIC WORKS desperately needs 


one man and we could use two," Scheuber 
said. He said preventive maintenance is 
not possible because of personnel short- 
age. 


The proposed pay scale for the depart- 


ment is $7,500 for beginning men; after six 
months, $7.875; after one year, $8,200; af- 
ter 18 months, $8,600; acting superintend- 
ent, $11,000; and superintendent, $11,500. 


The base pay is now $7,500. Salaries for 


foremen weren't determined. 


BENEFITS INCLUDE one sick day per 


month; two weeks vacation after one year, 


three weeks after 10 years, and four weeks 
after 15 years; a quarterly increase or de- 
crease cost of living increment; and a two 
per cent longevity annual increase after 
three years. 


The longevity increase is in addition to 


an annual pay increase, 


Scheuber also suggested that the village 


purchase a backholer tractor at a cost of 
$11,000, a three-quarters ton truck with 
plow costing about $5,000; and mis- 
cellaneous equipment for fixing water 
breaks totaling $1,000. 


The salary scale will be presented at the 


Feb. 5 village board meeting for final ac- 
tion. 


Vogelei Plan: All But Kitchen Sink 


Lighted ball fields, courts for basketball 


and tennis, an outdoor swimming pool, a 
sledding area and a skating arena are 
some of the recreation facilities Hoffman 
Estates residents may enjoy one day at 
Vogelei Park. 


These items were included in a plan de- 


veloped by Jack E. Barclay of Oak Park 
for future development of the new 10 acre 
park site at Higgins and Jones Roads. 


Meeting in special session Saturday 


morning, Hoffman Estates Park directors 
agreed to accept the general site plan for 
Vogelei Park and Community Recreation 
Center completed last month by Barclay & 
Associates, architects, 
opment of the new 10 acre park site at 


The Barclay design for future devel- 


Higgins and Jones Roads, was accepted 
with the exception of his accompanying 
design for barn renovation. 


In companion action, park board mem- 


bers agreed not to accept the site plan 
presented by Roland Schapanski, a local 
architect who had also prepared designs 
for the major park site. 


Schapanski, however, will continue as 


architect for barn renovation which is ex- 
pected to cost under $50,000 and is due to 
start early this spring. 


Although park directors made no com- 


ment on the rejection of Schapanski's 
plan, some observers felt that the Barclay 
design employed better utilization of the 
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total grounds. 


Completion of the total project is esti- 


mated at about $2.5 million and park di- 
rectors are expected to seek voter approv- 
al on their development plan this spring. 


The Barclay design for the 10 acre park 


site includes lighted softball and Little 
League fields, a football field, a basket- 
ball court, tennis courts, an outdoor pool, 
a wading pool and a sunbathing area, a 
sled area, and a skating arena and field- 
house. 


Development of the Vogelei Park site 


according to the Barclay plan is estimated 
to cost between $1.5 and $2 million, ac- 
cording to the park planner. 


According to Barclay's design, the ball 


fields would be constructed on the east 
edge of the park site, the basketball court 
would be located along Cambridge Lane 
on the north side, and four lighted tennis 


courts would be built on the northwest cor- 
ner of the Vogelei site. The outdoor pool 
would be centrally located. 


Barclay discussed his proposed design 


with park commissioners at a special 
meeting Dec. 9. 


If development of the site takes place in 


stages, Barclay then recommended that 
the ballfield be built first, followed by con- 
struction of the outdoor pool and other fa- 
cilities planned. 


The major facility proposed in Barclay's 


design is a domed sports complex that 
would include indoor skating, community 
meeting rooms, sunbathing decks, and 
dressing rooms. This facility is estimated 
to cost $1.25 million. 


Barclay has previously designed recrea- 


tional developments in Elk Grove, Oak 
Park and Park Ridge.

Dist. 54 Asks 4th State Loan 


Dist. 54 plans to submit a fourth appli- 


cation to the Illinois School Building Com- 
mission (ISBC) for a loan to finance class- 
rooms. A resolution to submit an appli- 
cation for another building loan from the 
state agency was approved Thursday by 
the Dist. 54 school board. 


Only school districts which have used up 


their five per cent bonding power are eli- 
gible for loans from the ISBC. The loans 
are repaid over a period of 16% years. 


Eligibility for building loans is deter- 


mined by seniority on a waiting list of ap- 
plicant school districts. 


This spring Dist. 54 will break ground 


for 
three 21-room elementary schools 


whicvh are being financed by an ISBC loan. 
The new Schaumburg High School, which 
is now under construction on Schaumburg 
Road, is also being built with an ISBC 
building loan. 


NATHAN HALE Elementary School in 


Weathersfield and an addition to MacAr- 
thur School in Hoffman Estates have been 
constructed in Dist 54 in recent years with 
ISBC building loans. 


The original MacArthur School building 


and Thomas Dooley Elementary School in 
Dist. 54 were also financed by classroom 
loans from the ISBC. 


The use of ISBC funds enables a school 


district to construct schools with interest- 
free funds which are repaid over 16% 
years. During this time, title is held by the 
ISBC and turned over to Dist. 54 on com- 
pletion of payment. Yearly leases run 
from July 1 to June 30. 


Dist. 54 Board President Edward Bed- 


ard said Thursday that reforms are 
needed in present legislation affecting 
school districts that are growing rapidly 
and have a need for new classrooms. 


BEDARD INDICATED that the State 


Legislature should either provide adequate 
funds for the ISBC or else abolish this 
agency in favor of better financing meth- 
ods. "The ISBC is only a method for get- 
ting around the five per cent bonding limit 
on school districts, anyway," Bedard 
stated. 


Bedard suggested that Dist. 54 board 


members should register tbeir support of 
raising the bond limit on school and mu- 
nicipal districts with delegates to the mi- 


nois Constitutional Convention. Con-Con 
committee meetings are scheduled to be 
held in the Northwest suburbs in Febru- 
ary. 


"I am not recommending that there be 


no limitation at all on a school district'! 
bonding power," Bedard stressed. 


Presently, interest on school bonds paid 


to bond owners is exempt from taxation.

gram of music education is to present to 
primary youngsters a basic musical vo- 
cabulary, according to Gregory Gorski, 
Dist. 54 music director. This basic vocabu- 
lary enables pupils to use and understand 
the elemental forms of music — rhythm 
and melody. 


The Orff method makes it possible for 


the primary pupil to develop all of the 
areas of musical aptitude concurrently — 
rhythm, melody, singing, playing in- 
struments, listening, and improvisation. 


Child-size instruments used in the Orff 


program, such as small xylophones and 
glockenspiels, not only provide accom- 
paniment for singing in Dist. 54 music 
classes, but they also provide pupil moti- 
vation. 


"Every pupil wants to be given the op- 


portunity to play an instrument," Gorski 
said. 


SIMPLE SONGS using a five-note scale 


are taught initially to pupils in Orff 
classes in order to keep the music at the 
primary pupil's level of understanding. 
The simplicity of the Orff learning mate- 
rials and methods is consistent with the 
nature of the primary youngster, Gorski 
stated. 


When Orff instruments are used for ac- 


companiment, all of the tones on the xylo- 
phone can be removed except the five 
being used. 


"The Orff instruments are not toys; they 


have good pitch and resonance," Gorski 
stressed. 


The main concept of the Orff program is 


to approach the teaching of music in the 
manner in which the child learns, Gorski 
explained. 


SINCE MAN'S first musical expressions 


were probably with rhythm, the first musi- 
cal materials taught in the Orff program 
take the form of short speech patterns spo- 
ken in rhythm. 


"First come, first served" expresses the 


quarter-note count, while "Here today, 
gone tomorrow" introduces eighth-notes to 
the primary pupils. 


Along with speech rhythms, the pupDs 


demonstrate rhythm patterns by clapping 
hands, slapping legs, snapping fingers, or 
stampmg feet. Later, simple songs are in- 
troduced. 


In addition, speech rhythm patterns may 


also be used with changes in dynamics, 
such as loud expression and soft ex- 
pression. Or a speech pattern may be al- 
ternately spoken by two groups of voices, 
such as girls and boys. 


ALL OF THE rhythms and melodies 


taught in Orff classes are uncomplicated 
and are arrived at through a repetition of 
short patterns, Gorski explained. The pupil 
learns by first listening to rhythm patterns 
and then'imitating them, Just as a young- 
ster learns to speak. 


Besides developing musical ability, Gor- 


ski added, the speech rhythms develop 
proper articulation of words, and speech 
teachers use similar exercises in providing 
remedial help. 


The Orff program for musical training 


has also been quite successful hi Dist. 54 
classes for educable mentally handicapped 
elementary pupils, according to Gorski. 
"The playing of individual instruments to 
rhythm is very effective in developing 
proper coordination," explained the Dist. 
54 music director. 


A PROFESSIONAL workshop in Orff 


methods and materials is currently being 
held each Tuesday afternoon in Hoffman 
School for teachers of E.M.H. pupils in 
Dist. 54. An Orff workshop for Dist. 54 mu- 
sic teachers was held in September. 


First introduced in Dist. 54 during the 


1966-67 school year at Blackhawk School, 
the Orff program of music education is 
giving Dist. 54 primary pupils a good foun- 
dation in musical training and developing 
then- interest in music. 


This year, for instance, 450 pupils began 


music training on instruments in Dist. 54. 
The district's music teachers report that 
pupils trained in Orff classes are often bet- 
ter singers than pupils who have not re- 
ceived Orff training. 


ALTHOUGH ORFF methods may be 


continued in the middle grades, Dist. 54 
pupils usually move on to more complex 
musical materials at the fourth grade lev- 
el. But they have a good musical founda- 
tion as the result of their training to Orff 
music classes. 


"In the past five years the Orff program 


has gained wide acceptance throughout 
the country," said Gorski. "Nearly all ma- 
jor colleges now have summer workshops 
in Orff methods." 


"Children who have had training in Orff 


classes seem to have a better feeling for 
music,'1 Gorski added.

Most persons in the Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove area agree the problem of drug use 
among youth in the community is not 
great 


Nevertheless, a recently formed com- 


mittee of local citizens is trying to deal 
with the drug problem that does exist, as 
well as other problems encountered by to- 
day s young people. 


The committee is called HELP (Help 


Eliminate Local Problems). Chairman of 
the group is the Rev. Bruce Wheeler, pas- 
tor of St Hilary's Episcopal Church in 
Prospect Heights 


"The drub problem in this area is not 


large," Rev Wheeler emphasized. "This 
community is not peculiar, but it is willing 
to admit that it does have a problem. 
There is the difference. 


"I HOPE THIS (HELP) committee will 


be flexible enough not to narrow in on 
drugs as if that was the only prpblem 


"Youth problems will be our emphasis.. 


There's no telling how this thing will 
turn " 


Local residents from many diffeient oc- 


cupations have joined the HELP com- 
mitte, school counselors, students, police 
officers, parents and interested citizens. 


One of the goals of the committee is to 


set up a local teen center or coffee house 
Responsible adults would be available at 


the center to talk with teens about their 
problems on a confidential basis if re- 
quested 


Said Rev. Wheeler, "We don't want a lot 


of well-meaning adults who can't talk to 
the kids. We would want adults who can 
give advice when they are asked to give 
advice." 
> 


He added that if a person was dis- 


covered to be misusing drugs, the goal of 
the center would be to eventually inform 
the parents 


"BUT WE WOULDN'T want instant 


alienation to result," he added "The 
groundwork would have to be laid first. 
Maybe the youth could tell his parents 
himself." 


"We need a place where young people 


can discuss their problems in a non-threat- 
ening way," said Wheeling High School 
principal Tom Shirley "It must be a non- 
structured program, a special place aimed 
at the teen-age set The minute you start 
structuring, you turn them away." 


Said Don Day, director of the TORCH 


Mental Health Clime in Wheeling,'"We 
need a center where teens can meet away 
from a clinic atmosphere Trained, respon- 
sible adults who understand teens would 
be availabe there to talk with them Young 
peop{e like to talk to those who speak their 
language and yet are still adults " 


REV. WHEELER, who has counseled 


drug addicts in Chicago feels the center is 
a good idea because "there's no place in 
the suburbs for these kids to go " 


"So they'll head for the city and Old 


Town, where the drugs are " 


Rev. Wheeler feels the "pep" pills are 


the drugs most often misused by area 
youth 


"There is also some concern with mari- 


juana Heroin users are rare, at least in 
the high school age population " 


Wheeler admitted he doesn't know why 


teens misuse drugs 


"Why' I don't know the reason. I don't 


think anyone knows. There's no reason to 
think it will get better. Problems won't go 
away if you ignore them. 


"It would be simple to say, 'There is a 


breakdown in family communications,' 
But adults and youth will always have dif- 
ferent viewpoints," he continued. 


HE SAID PART of the reason could be 


that "youth today are more sophisticated. 
They have more to be sophisticated about. 
They have greater access to information. 
So naturally they 11 go into other areas — 
sex, booze, drugs — anything that's new 
and different" 


Rev Wheeler believes emotional pro- 


blems may also be a contributing factor. 
"If oyu're secure, your values are strong 
and well-placed The person who is al- 
ready secure won't look for security in 
drugs. 


Part of these probelms stem from grow- 


ing up. You know, teens are never secure. 
They say they are, but they're not. 
They're running scared a lot of the time. 


"I'm not saying this is causing people^ > 


turn to drugs, but the emphasis is there., 
The attitude is 'Why suffer if you don't 
have to' So some think the 'mind-ex- 
panding' drugs will eliminate suffering " 


ALSO PLANNED by the HELP com- 


mittee as a program to educate students 
and the community to the dangers of mis- 
using drugs, although no definite educa- 
tional program has been formulated yet.

In 
this role he tours the state investigating 
the problems of people, 


SIMON IS A Democrat, the first to be 


elected lieutenant governor under a Re- 
publican governor. A former newspaper 
editor from Troy, 111., he is a likely candi- 
date for governor or U.S. Senate in 1972. 


Colson said Simon will determine what 


areas the state can act to solve the hous- 
ing problem. 


The housing problem of Mexican-Ameri- 


cans, many of them from Texas, has been 
re-emphasized in recent weeks as a direct 
result of a fire in a dilapidated farmhouse 
Nov. 29 in Elk Grove Township. Three 
children died as a result. 


Since then a number of families have 


been evicted from substandard dwellings 
in Elk Grove Village and the township. 


SIX FAMILIES have been housed in mo- 


tels since late December. According to 
Thomas Smith, director of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Community Services, 20 families are 
in need of better housing. 


Smith has been attempting to find hous- 


ing for the families for the last one and 
one-half months. 


A plan to put 15 families in mobile 


homes at the St. Alexius Hospital site in 
Elk Grove Village was turned down unani- 
mously by the village board last week. 


Four homes at the southwest corner of 


Arlington Heights and Golf roads have 
been made available on a temporary basis 
by developer Lee Romano. One of the 
homes may not be used, however, because 
it would cost too much to put in operating 
condition. 


HENKY MESA and his wife and five 


children moved into one of the houses yes- 
terday. He formerly lived in a shack at 
1031 W. Higgins Road that was condemned 
by the county last month. He had been 
staying in a motel. 


Smith said Mesa, who was unemployed 


until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is in need of furniture. 


The youth fellowship group at Prince of 


Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Township donated a refrigerator to Mesa 
yesterday. Mrs. Kenneth Thomson, a par- 
ishioner, gave a sofa. 


GREGORY NOVAK, an Elk Grove High 


School student, and Cirrilo Tamayo, a 
member of one of the displaced families, 
helped Mesa move in. Several Wheeling 
High School students were expected to 
help later in the day. 


Smith said the need for housing for the 


families is still urgent because "we're be- 
ginning tu find more .families in need."

concern recently, after the death of a boy 
hit by a car on his way to MacArthur Ju- 
nior High School. School Dist 23 board 
member John Stull has suggested a dis- 
trict-wide referendum or a community- 
wide drive sponsored by local organiza- 
tions to raise funds to construct sidewalks 
at all of the schools. 


Flooding caused by improper mainte- 


nance of McDonald Creek has also been a 
problem to residents during heavy rains. 
The state has completed an engineering 
plan for improvement of the creek, but 
work has not begun. Meanwhile the creek 
is a problem and some residents ic the 
Eisenhower School are resorted to clean- 
ing the creek out themselves.

HENRY MESA and his wife and five 


children moved into one of the houses yes- 
terday. He formerly lived in a shack at 
1031 W. Higgins Road that was condemned 
by the county last month. He had been 
staying in a motel. 


Smith said Mesa, who was unemployed 


until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is in need of furniture.

Most persons in the Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove area agree the problem of drug use 
among youth, in the community is not 
great. 


Nevertheless, a recently formed com- 


mittee of local citizens is trying to deal 
with the drug problem that does exist, as 
well as other problems encountered by to- 
day's young people. 


The committee is called HELP (Help 


Eliminate Local Problems). Chairman of 
the group Is the Rev. Bruce Wheeler, pas- 
tor of St. Hilary's Episcopal Church in 
Prospect' Heights. 


"The drub problem in this area is not 


large," Rev. Wheeler emphasized. "This 
community is not peculiar, but it is .willing 
to admit that it does have a problem. 
There is the difference. 


"1 HOPE THIS (HELP) committee will 


be flexible enough not to narrow hi on 
drugs as if that was the only problem. 


"Youth problems will be our emphasis. 


There's no telling how this thing will 
turn." 


Local residents from many different oc- 


cupations have joined the HELP com- 
mitte, school counselors, students, police 
officers, parents and interested citizens. 


One of the goals of the committee is to 


set up a local teen center or coffee house. 
Responsible adults would be available at 


the center to talk with teens about their 
problems on a confidential basis if re- 
quested. 


Said Rev. Wheeler, "We don't want a lot 


of well-meaning adults who can't talk to 
the kids. We would want adults who can 
give advice when they are asked to give 
advice." 


He added that if a person was dis- 


covered to be misusing drugs, the goal of 
the center would be to eventually inform 
the parents. 


"BUT WE WOULDN'T want instant 


alienation to result," he added. "The 
groundwork would have to be laid,first. 
Maybe the youth could tell his parents- 
himself," 


"We need a place where young people 


can discuss their problems hi a non-threat- 
ening way," said Wheeling High School 
principal Tom Shirley. "It must be a non- 
structured program, a special place aimed 
at the teen-age set. The minute you start 
structuring, you turn "them away." 


Said Don Day, director of the TORCH 


Mental- Health Clinic in Wheeling, i'We 
need a center where teens can meet away 
from a clinic atmosphere. Trained, respon- 
sible adults who understand teens would 
be availabe there to talk with them. Young 
people like to talk to those who speak then- 
language and yet are still adults." 


REV. WHEELER, who has counseled 


drug addicts in Chicago feels the center is 
a good idea because "there's no place in 
the suburbs'fw these kids to go." 


"So they'll head for the city and Old 


Town, where the drugs are." 


Rev. Wheeler feels the "pep" pills are 


the drugs most often misused by area 
youth. 


"There is also some concern with mari- 


juana. Heroin users are rare, at least in 
the high school agfc population." 


Wheeler admitted he doesn't know why 


teens misuse drugs. 


"Why? I don't know the reason. I don't 


think anyone knows. There's no reason to 
think it will get better. Problems won't go 
away if you ignore them. 


"It would be simple to say, 'There is a 


breakdown in family communications,' 
But adults and youth will always have dif- 
ferent viewpoints," he continued. 


HE SAID PART of the reason could be 


that "youth today are more sophisticated. 
They have more to be sophisticated about. 
They have greater access to information. 
So naturally they'll go into other areas — 
sex, booze, drugs — anything that's new 
and different." 


Rev. Wheeler believes emotional pro- 


blems may also be a contributing factor. 
"If oyu're secure, your values are strong 
and well-placed. The person who is al- 
ready secure won't look for security in 
drugs. 


Part of these probelms stem from grow- 


ing up. You know, teens are never secure. 
They say they are, but they're not. 
They're running scared a lot of the time. 


"I'm not saying this is causing people to 


turn to drugs, but the emphasis is there. 
The attitude is 'Why suffer if you don't 
have to.' So some think the 'mind-ex- 
panding' drugs will eliminate suffering." 


ALSO PLANNED by the HELP com- 


mittee is a program to educate students 
and the community to the dangers of mis- 
using drugs, although no definite educa- 
tional program has been formulated yet. 


"IF WE SEE A NEED, we'll work in 
that area," said the Rev. Bruce Whee- 
ler of Prospect Heights. Rev. Wheeler 
is the chairman of the recently-formed 


HELP committee in the Wheeling-Buf- 
falo Grove area. The committee plans 
to work to solve the problems faced 
by area youth.

the growth of the suburbs and the sub- 
sequent Republican growth will make it 
impossible for Democrats to carry Cook 
County in the future if the party's image 
isn't changed. 


Williams said vote totals in 1960 showed 


1.5 million votes in Chicago and 250,000 in 
the suburbs In 1968, there were 1.3 million 
m the city and 900,000 in the suburbs 


"By 1972, the city should have about 1.2 


million votes and the suburbs will have 
about 1 million. And in 1974, they should 
be about even," he said. 


"THAT MEANS Democrats won't carry 


Cook County, nor will they be able to car- 
ry Illinois " 


Williams comments were made at a ral- 


ly for Richard A. Mugalian, a candidate 
for Democratic committeeman in Palatine 
Township Mugalian is trying to unseat in- 
cumbent Peter J. Gerling. 


Williams said the first step toward party 


reform is a de-emphasis of the patronage 
system of building the local party units. 


"THE TOWNSHIP committeeman must 


be independent of the downtown organiza- 
tion," he said. "Committeemen must be 
free to represent the wishes of Palatine or 
other townships in the county committee 
without fear of losing their patronage 
jobs." 


Williams said 65 of the 80 ward and 


township Democratic committeemen m 
Cook County are either political payrollers 
or are financially beholden to the county 
organization 


"Until recently, there has never been 


any opposition to the wishes- of the county 
chairman, Mayor Daley," Williams said. 
When Chicago Aid. Seymour Simon offered 
a resolution to open meetings of the organ- 


ization to the public, Williams said the 
proposal was tabled by a 78-2 vote 


"That's usually the size of a vote in the 


central committee," Williams said. 


WILLIAMS' OWN New Trier organiza- 


tion has shown dramatic gains in Demo- 
cratic strength since he was elected four 
years ago. Once about 90 per cent Republi- 
can, New Trier township now is about 55- 
45 Republican and has moved from 26th to 
5th place in Democratic strength among 
the 30 townships. 


He said the obvious solution to the un- 


certainty of patronage workers is to put 
all city and county employes on a tenure 
system, "so they don't have to worry 
about losing their jobs if they disagree 
with the politicians who sponsor them." 


He said the first precept of reform in 


Cook 
County is that 
township com- 


mitteemen should repiesent the voters of 
the township 


"Pete Gerling is a nice fellow," Wil- 


liams said "But what's he going to do 
when Daley wants to go one way and Pal- 
atine says another way?" 


"Can the committeeman risk his job for 


what Palatine wants:" he asked 


WILLIAMS, WHO received the largest 


Democratic vote for congress in the 13th 
District when he ran 
against Donald 


Rumsfeld in 1964, said local Democrats 
must not set their sights only on the 
March primary. 


"We can survive if Gerling is still the 


committeeman," he said. "But what we 
have to do is make sure Adlai Stevenson 
III is elected senator by a huge margin 


"We have to make sure President Nixon 


receives the comeuppance he deserves " 


Williams accused Nixon of "pushing this 


nation's racial problems under the rug" 
and said the anti-inflation measures taken 
by the Nixon administration "are com- 
pounding the problem rather than helping 
it." 


Williams himself is a candidate for 


Democratic state central committeeman 
of the 13th District, running against Ray- 
mond Krier of Skokie.

until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is m need of furniture.

Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Township donated a refrigerator to Mesa 
yesterday Mrs. Kenneth Thomson, a par- 
ishioner, gave a sofa. 


GREGORY NOVAK, an Elk Grove High

agement and philosophy." 


The migrant council is one of eight cen- 


ters in Illinois aimed at improving the life 
of the migrant worker, many of whom 
have lived in the area for several years. 


The nonprofit centers receive federal 


funds to carry on their work. 


"We address ourselves to three main 


areas — housing, employment and educa- 
tion," Munoz explained. 


In the area of education, the council op- 


erates the adult basic education program 
at Forest View High School, in which dis- 
advantaged persons may take courses for 
a grammar school or high school diploma. 


Until recently the council also operated 


a food cooperative. Thirty-four families 
belonged to this program, in which food 
staples were purchased wholesale from 
Chicago dealers. 


"THEY WERE ABLE to save about 20 


or 25 per cent on food," said Munoz, He 
said 
the 
cooperative 
was 
disbanded 


recently because of lack of storage space 
for the food, but it will be started again 
when the council moves into its new head- 
quarters in downtown Palatine in March. 


The problem of providing housing to low 


and moderate-income families in the area 
is also another big concern of the council. 


Munoz said a survey to determine how 


many units of substandard housing exist in 
the Northwest suburbs is now being com- 
piled by the council. He predicted that 300 
such units would be discovered. 


"I don't think the housing problem is go- 


ing to be solved this year," he said. "First 
we are going to have to get the active 
support of the various villages. This is the 
only way. 


•'Residents will have to accept this. So 


many of them fear slums and property de- 
valuation. They must be shown that this 
situation does not have to result." 


"This problem can't be solved simply by 


evicting people from substandard housing. 
They must be relocated, and it must be a 
combined effort." 


NEXT SUMMER the migrant council 


will operate two day care centers to en- 
able mothers of young children to hold a 
job while their children are looked after. 


Last summer, 47 families took part in 


this day care program supported partially 
by federal funds. 


"There are a lot of people we're not 


reaching," Munoz said. However, I am op- 
timistic. I think the council will grow. It 
has to, to meet the needs of the people."

End of Road Hazards? 


Relief from suburban traffic congestion 


and correction of road hazards was prom- 
ised Monday by a new federal program. 


At a meeting with Cook County munici- 


pal officials, Illinois 'Division of Highways' 
engineers briefed the audience on Traffic 
Operations Program to Increase Capacity 
and Safety. TOPICS is part of the Federal- 
aid Highway Act of 1968. 


Based on a 50 per cent matching cost 


basis, the program was touted as the fed- 
eral government's interest in local traffic 
problems. TOPICS will make eligible for 
federal funding some traffic control im- 
provements of arterial streets which were 
not eligible for funding. 


"THE PURPOSE is to provide relief of 


traffic congestion and safety problems on 
urban streets," state TOPICS engineer 
Lawrence Weishaar said. "It is to make 
more efficient use of existing streets and 
is not for major reconstruction," he 
added. 


As acceptable TOPICS projects Wei- 


shaar listed additional curb lanes for bus 
stops, pedestrian tunnels or overpasses, or 
widening of railroad underpasses. 


Weishaar claimed the suburbs, are eli- 


gible for Illinois' $12.8 billion share of 
funds. He noted TOPICS will merely pro- 
vide relief of problems and is not intended 
to solve total traffic situations.

mend procedure of correction. Besides a 
physical study, a municipality will have to 
submit an operations plan for a particular 
project. 


—A written agreement between the ap- 


plying municipality and a higher highway 
department level. 


—An evaluation of the TOPICS project 


to see if it will meet its intended goal. 


"Congress will be looking at these eval- 


uation reports to see if the concept merits 
funding beyond the two years funded 
now," Weishaar said.

evicted from substandard dwellings. 


Simon, in addition to being lieutenant 


governor, is the state's ombudsman. In 
this role he tours the state investigating 
the problems of people. 


SIMON IS A Democrat, the first to be 


elected lieutenant governor under a Re- 
publican governor. A former newspaper 
editor from Troy, 111, he is a likely candi- 
date for governor or U.S. Senate in 1972. 


Colson said Simon will determine what 


areas the state can act to solve the hous- 
ing problem. 


The housing problem of Mexican-Ameri- 


cans, many of them from Texas, has been 
re-emphasized in recent weeks as a direct 
result of a fire in a dilapidated farmhouse 
Nov. 29 in Elk Grove Township.

One of the 
homes may not be used, however, because 
it would cost too much to put in operating 
condition. 


HENRY MESA and his wife and five 


children moved into one of the houses yes- 
terday. He formerly lived in a shack at 
1031 W. Higgins Road that was condemned 
by the county last month. He had been 
staying in a motel. 


Smith said Mesa, who was unemployed 


until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is in need of furniture.

The migrant council is one of eight cen- 


ters in Illinois aimed at improving the life 
of the migrant worker, many of whom 
have lived in the area for several years. 


The nonprofit centers receive federal 


funds to carry on their work. 


"We address ourselves to three main 


areas — housing, employment and educa- 
tion," Munoz explained. 


In the area of education, the council op- 


erates the adult basic education program 
at Forest View High School, in which dis- 
advantaged persons may take courses for 
a grammar school or high school diploma. 


Until recently the council also operated 


a food cooperative. Thirty-four families 
belonged to this program, in which food 
staples were purchased wholesale from 
Chicago dealers. 


"THEY WERE ABLE to save about 20 


or 25 per cent on food," said Munoz. He 
said 
the 
cooperative 
was disbanded 


recently because of lack of storage space 
for the food, but it will be started again 
when the council moves into its new head- 
quarters in downtown Palatine in March. 


The problem of providing housing to low 


and moderate-income families in the area 
is also another big concern of the council. 


Munoz said a survey to determine how 


many units of substandard housing exist in 
the Northwest suburbs is now being com- 
piled by the council, He predicted that 300 
such units would be discovered. 


"I don't think the housing problem is go- 


ing to be solved this year," he said. "First 
we are going to have to get the active 
support of the various villages. This is the 
only way. 


"Residents will have to accept this. So 


many of them fear slums and property de- 
valuation. They must be shown that this 
situation docs not have to result." 


"This problem can't be solved simply by 


evicting people from substandard housing. 
They must be relocated, and it must be a 
combined 
effort." 


NEXT SUMMER the migrant council 


will operate two day care centers to en- 
able mothers of young children to hold a 
job while their children are looked after. 


Last summer, 47 families took part in 


this day care program supported partially 
by federal funds. 


"There are a lot of people we're not 


reaching," Munoz said. However, I am op- 
timistic. I think the council will grow. It 
has to, to meet the needs of the people."

for the center," Mike said. 


This is not the first time Mike has 


thought of the Countryside Center for a 
project, Mis class at Thomas Junior High 
School was having a slave sale, where 
girls buy boys to work for them for a day 


and then the boys buy girls to work. Mike 
suggested the profits be given to Coun- 
tryside. 


MIKE IS NOT the only one interested in 


helping the handicapped center recuperate 
from the robbery. 


The Palatine Kiwams Club, through the 


effoits of Its youth services chairman Da- 
vid Hanner, has given the center a Lan- 
guage Master machine to replace one tak- 
en in the robbery. 


Two Banington high school students col- 


lected money door-to-door as Mike did to 
raise $56 25 for the center. A Harrington 
newcomeis group donated a tape recorder 
and Graphic Arts Equipment gave a copy 
machine. 


The Allen Taylor Foundation in Chicago, 


and St. Ann's Cub Scout Pack have also 
raised money to replace that taken in the 
robbery. 


"We've had many private donations and 


people have really come through for us,"

Anyone uho wants to say anything to the 


Illinois Constitutional Convention (Con- 
Con) will be able to say it Feb. 11 when 
two Con-Con committees hold hearings in 
Arlington Heights. 


Con-Con Delegate John G. Woods of Ar- 


lington Heights, whose local government 
committee will be one of the two com- 
mittees here, said topics will not be limit- 
ed to local government or executive com- 
mittee matters, although those hvo com- 
mittees will be the only ones in Arlington 
Heights. 


"Anyone who wants to come in off the 


street to say something is welcome to do 
so." Woods said. "We'd prefer to know 
ahead of time, but that isn't essential Nor 
is it essential that the discussion be limit- 
ed to the areas which the committees are 
studying." 


Committee hearings will be held in Ar- 


lington Heights and four other Chicago 
area towns on Feb. 11, following similar 
hearings in three downstate communities 
on Feb. 9. On Feb. 12, the entire con- 
vention will meet in Chicago to hold addi- 
tional hearings. 


THE THREE DAYS of state-wide hear- 


ings are the only such hearings planned by 
he convention. 


All other sessions will be in Springfield,

Northwest suburban Democrats were 


told Sunday they'd better start making 
some inroads in Republican strength in 
the suburbs or Democrats will be doomed 
to an eternal minority party status ill Illi- 
nois. 


Lynn A Williams, Democratic com- 


mitteeman of New Trier Township, said 
the growth of the suburbs and the sub- 
sequent Republican growth will make it 
impossible for Democrats to carry Cook 
County in the future if the party's image 
isn't changed. 


Williams said vote totals in 1960 showed 


1.5 million votes in Chicago and 250,000 in 
the suburbs. In 1968, there were 1.3 million 
in the city and 900,000 in the suburbs. 


"By 1972, the city should have about 1.2 


million votes and the suburbs will have 
about 1 million. And in 1974, they should 
be about even," he said. 


"THAT MEANS Democrats won't carry 


Cook County, nor will they be able to car- 
ry Illinois." 


Williams comments were made at a ral- 


ly for Richard A. Mugalian, a candidate 
for Democratic committeeman in Palatine 
Township. Mugalian is trying to unseat in- 
cumbent Peter J. Gerling. 


Williams said the first step toward party 


reform is a de-emphasis of the patronage 
system of building the local party units. 


"THE TOWNSHIP committeeman must 


be independent of the downtown organiza- 
tion," he said. "Committeemen must be 
free to represent the wishes of Palatine or 
other townships in the county committee 
without fear of losing their patronage 
jobs." 


Williams said 65 of the 80 waid and 


township Democratic Committeemen in 
Cook County are either political payrollers 
or are financially beholden to the county 
organization 


"Until recently, there has never been 


any opposition to the wishes of the county 
chairman, Mayor Daley," Williams said 
When Chicago Aid. Seymour Simon offered 
a resolution to open meetings of the organ- 


ization to the public, Williams said the 
proposal was tabled by a 78-2 vote. 


"That's usually the size of a vote in the 


central committee," Williams said. 


WILLIAMS' OWN New Trier organiza- 


tion has shown dramatic gains in Demo- 
cratic strength since he was elected four 
years ago. Once about 90 per cent Republi- 
can, New Trier township now is about 55- 
45 Republican and has moved from 26th to 
5th place in Democratic strength among 
the 30 townships 


He said the obvious solution to the un- 


certainty of patronage workers is to put 
all city and county employes on a tenure 
system, "so they don't have to worry 
about losing their jobs if they disagree 
with the politicians who sponsor them." 


He said the first precept of reform in 


Cook 
County is that township Com- 


mitteemen should represent the voters of 
the township. 


"Pete Gerling is a nice fellow," Wil- 


liams said "But what's he going to do 
when Daley wants to go one way and Pal- 
atine says another way?" 


"Can the committeeman risk his job for 


what Palatine wants " he asked. 


WILLIAMS, WHO received the largest

District when he ran

Rumsfeld in 1964, said local Democrats 
must not set their sights only on the 
March primary 


"We can survive if Gerling is still the 


committeeman," he said "But what we 
have to do is make sure Adlai Stevenson 
III is elected senator by a huge margin. 


"We have to make sure President Nixon 


receives the comeuppance he deserves " 


Williams accused Nixon of "pushing this 


nation's racial problems under the rug" 
and said the anti-inflation measures taken 
by the Nixon administration "are com- 
pounding the problem rather than helping 
it." 


Williams himself is a candidate for 


Democratic state central committeeman 
of the 13th District, running against Ray- 
mond Krier of Skokie. 
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PRINCIPAL ITEMS expected to face 


the executive committee include a shorten- 
ing of the executive ballot in Illinois and 
possible changes in election days for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor.

ing problem. 


The housing problem of Mexican-Ameri- 


cans, many of them from Texas, has been 
re-emphasized in recent weeks as a direct 
result of a fire in a dilapidated farmhouse 
Nov 29 in Elk Grove Township. Three 
children died as a result. 


Since then a number of families have 


been evicted from substandard dwellings 
in Elk Grove Village and the township.

tels since late December. According to 
Thomas Smith, director of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Community Services, 20 families are 
in need of better housing. 


Smith has been attempting to find hous- 


ing for the families for the last one and 
one-half months.

homes at the St. Alexius Hospital site in 
Elk Grove Village was turned down unani- 
mously by the village board last week. 


Four homes at the southwest corner of 


Arlington Heights and Golf roads have 
been made available on a temporary basis 
by developer Lee Romano. One of the 
homes may not be used, however, because 
it would cost too much to put in operating 
condition. 


HENRY MESA and his wife and five 


children moved into one of the houses yes- 
terday. He formerly b'ved in a ihack at 
1031 W. Higgins Road that was condemned 
by the county last month. He had been 
staying in a motel. 


Smith said Mesa, who was unemployed 


until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is in need of furniture.

Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Township donated a refrigerator to Mesa 
yesterday. Mrs Kenneth Thomson, a par- 
ishioner, gave a sofa.

In 
this role he tours the state investigating 
the problems of people. 


SIMON IS A Democrat, the first to be 


elected lieutenant governor under a Re- 
publican governor. A former newspaper 
editor from Troy, 111., he is a likely candi- 
date for governor or U.S. Senate in 1972. 


Colson said Simon will determine what 


areas the state can act to solve the hous- 
ing problem. 


The housing problem of Mexican-Ameri- 


cans, many of them from Texas, has been 
re-emphasized in recent weeks as a direct 
result of a fire in a dilapidated farmhouse 
Nov. 29 in Elk Grove Township. Three 
children died as a result. 


Since then a number of families have 


been evicted from substandard dwellings 
in Elk Grove Village and the township. 


SIX FAMILIES have been housed in mo- 


tels since late December. According to 
Thomas Smith, director of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Community Services, 20 families are 
in need of better housing. 


Smith has been attempting to find hous- 


ing for the families for the last one and 
one-half months. 


A plan to put 15 families in mobile 


homes at the St Alexius Hospital site in 
Elk Grove Village was turned down unani- 
mously by the village board last week. 


Four homes at the southwest corner of 


Arlington Heights and Golf roads have 
been made available on a temporary basis 
by developer Lee Romano. One of the 
homes may not be used, however, because 
it would cost too much to put in operating 
condition. 


HENRY MESA and his wife and five 


children moved into one of the houses yes- 
terday. He formerly lived in a shack at 
1031 W. Higgins Road that was condemned 
by the county last month. He had been 
staying in a motel. 


Smith said Mesa, who was unemployed 


until Community Services got him a job as 
a janitor at Wheeling High School last 
week, is in need of furniture. 


The youth fellowship group at Prince of 


Peace Methodist Church in Elk Grove 
Township donated a refrigerator to Mesa 
yesterday. Mrs. Kenneth Thomson, a par- 
ishioner, gave a sofa. 


GREGORY NOVAK, an Elk Grove High 


School student, and Cirnlo Tamayo, a 
member of one of the displaced families, 
helped Mesa move in. Several Wheeling 
High School students were expected to 
help later in the day. 


Smith said the need for housing for the 


families is still urgent because "we're be- 
ginning to find more families in need."

Preserve World War 1 Antique Planes

Charles Schulz with his "Peanuts" com- 


ic strip Isn't the only one keeping the days 
o the "Red Baron" nlive. 


The Cross and Cockade Society is an in- 


ternational organization of almost 5,000 
men who call themselves "aero histo- 
rians" o' World War I air warfare. 


In a small rented barn in Prospect 


Heights, members of the midwest chapter, 
formed as a nonprofit corporation thiee 
years ago, are reconstructing exact copies 
of the Sopwith Camel and SE-5 planes. 


PAINSTAKINGLY. EVERY detail from 


the original plans of the World War I man- 
ufacturers is copied, even down to stamp- 
iiie, the patent numhois on metal parts. 


The goal of the chapter's 75 members is 


to see the antique planes fly again. Ac- 
cording to Ted Smart, member of the 
soviet 
and resident of Buffalo 
Grove, 


"We aren't trying to glorify war. We are 
trying to preserve an age that was unique 
in history because of its gallantry and col- 
or." 


"The men who flew the World War I 


planes found a clean place to wage war- 
fare above fhe mud trenches," Smart said. 
"Men involved in air warfare had respect 
f<v each other, on both sides. It was a 
humane segment of an inhumane war " 


Letters are written across the world by 


society members, searching for parts or 
scraps from the planes that survived half 
a century, These parts are refinished for 


use again, or, if they can't be repaired, 
they are carefully copied 


Men who fought in this romantic time 


are found and interviewed on tape for a 
permanent record of their experiences. 
And their accounts are vivid. 


THERE'S THE STORY of the 70-year- 


old British officer, David Lewis, now liv- 
ing in Rhodesia, who joined the air force 
when he was 18 years old. He was a 
rookie, on the front for two weeks, when 
he encountered the fabled "Red Baron," 
or Baron Manfred von Richtofen. After a 
brief "dog fight," Lewis' plane was shot to 
ribbons, and he was forced to land. When 
the plane hit the ground he was thrown 
clear of the wreckage with only minor in- 
juries. 


After he recovered, he heard the sound 


of an engine. He looked up and saw the 
Red Baron circling overhead, waving to 
him. Lewis' plane was the 80th shot down 
by the Red Baron, and the last. The next 
day the baron was killed in battle. 


What sort of men are so dedicated to 


preserving the "day of the Red Baron'" 
According to Smart, "they come from ev- 
ery walk of life Their only common inter- 
ests are the planes and men who fought in 
World War I. 


Some of our members are engineers in- 


terested m building antique planes," said 
Smart. "Others are draftsmen interested 
in drawing plans from salvaged parts or 
men interested in collecting scraps of met- 
al from the planes. 


A WORLD WAR I MACHINE GUN mounted on the 


nose of a Sopwith Camel airplane is inspected by 
Herbert Binski, member of the Cross and Cockade 
Society and resident of Prospect Heights. Biniki is 


one in an international society of 5,000 men dedi. 
cated to preserving the romantic era of World War 
I aviation. Together with Ted Smart, of Buffalo 
Grove, Binski directs a historical museum in Pros- 


pect Heights that houses the half-finished frames of 
a Sopwith Camel and an SE-5. The planes are being 
built by the two men from original plans dating 
back to 1919. 


"We have members who are interested 


strictly in historical research and collect 
old documents and engineer drawings. We 
even have members who are licensed Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration examiners 
and check the building projects as they go 
along." 


SMART, AN NBC broadcaster, and Nor- 


bert Binski, an engineer living in Prospect 
Heights, are directors of the Prospect 
Heights museum. 


Together they are constructing a Sop- 


with Camel and an SE-5. They have spent 
six years on the Sopwith, and eight on the 
SE-5. 


Bmski's basement, where the two men 


work, is a handyman's dream of tools and 
machines used to build the parts for their 
planes. File cabinets overflowing with en- 
gineer's drawings dating back to 1919 and 
shelves stocked with old parts salvaged 
from the original planes, line the base- 
ment walls. 


Once they finish a part they take it to 


the museum and add it to the half-con- 
structed frames of their planes. If they 
can't build a part, they can always find 
someone else who can. 


FOR EXAMPLE, THE basket weave 


chair with the leather cushion on the Sop- 
with Camel was made by a British officer 
in Malaysia. The clock of the Sopwith's 
instrument panel came from Lt. Royal 
Watt's plane and has his name and the 
date inscribed on the back.

Swim Passes 
Won't Change 
In Arlington 


The price will be the same, but the facil- 


ities will more than double when the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District opens its 
swimming pool in June. 


The proposed family swimming pass 


presented at last night's meeting of the 
recreation committee, of the park board 
will cost $20, the same as last year. 


However, the park district plans to have 


five outdoor and one indoor swimming 
pool for residents. Last year residents 
could use their passes at only two pools. 


A summer pass for an adult will cost $12 


and for a child $8. Both prices are the 
same as last year. 


ALL FIVE PARK board members were 


present at the meeting and generally 
agreed to allow non-residents of the park 
district to purchase family summer swim 
passes for $35 This pass would include the 
outdoor pools, but not the inside swimming 
facility, Olympic Park pool. 


The park board members will officially
